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_ this locality are exceedingly light, owing to the continued drouth, no rain 
having fallen through the summer. We fear the coming winter will be very 
trying on our stock, in consequence of the scarcity of feed on the range. The 
health of the people in this locality is generally good, though some of our 
small children are troubled with summer complaint.. The Saints, generally 
speaking, feel well spiritually, and I believe I am safe in saying, are endeavor- 
ing to serve God and keep his commandments. 

“ At our recent Stake Conference, held in Parowan, much valuable instruc- 
tion was given to the Saints, President E. Snow enjoying much of the Spirit 
of the Lord in his remarks. Among other business done, our friend and 
Brother, E. W. McIntyre, recently returned missionary from England, was 
set apart as Bishop of the Paragoonah Ward of the Parowan Stake of Zion. 

“Encouraging news is received from our brethren sent to the Arizona and 
San Juan country, for the purpose of opening up the resources of the land 
and establishing homes for the people of God. So notwithsanding all the 
efforts of our enemies to overturn the work of God, you see Zion is growing, 
her cords are being lengthened and her Stakes strengthened, and while you 
and your co-laborers are working diligently to convince the honest in heart 
of the truth of the latter-day dispensation, we are laboring at home, develop _ 
ing the resources of the country, building up new settlements, encouraging 
_ the Saints in their labors and duties, and laying a foundation, in our various 
co-operative movements, to make the people, at no very distant day, inde- 
pendent of Babylon. May God speed the day. 

“The arrival of the Star is hailed with pleasure, and in perusing its 
eolumns I am forcibly reminded of my experience as a missionary about six 
years ago, while laboring in the Sheffield and Bedfordshire Conferences. They

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THE MURDER OF ELDER JOSEPH STANDING. 


In order to present to our readers a | Saints, commonly called ‘“ Mormons,” 


somewhat connected narrative of 
this cold-blooded crime, we make 
the following extract from an arti- 
cle which appeared in the Deseret 
News of July 12th : 


On the 8th of July, Brother Stand- 
ing wrote to Elder Morgan from 
Ludville, Picken’s County, that he 
would leave in a day or two with 
Brother Rudger Clawson, to attend 
Conference at Rome, State of Georgia, 
and would call by the way at Varnell’s, 
which is about equi-distant from Lud- 
ville and Rome. On the 15th inst. he 
wrote from Spring Place, Murray 
County, about half way to Varnell’s, 
stating that he and Brother Rudger 
would stay there a few days, then go 
to Varnell’s and spend a day or two 
with the Saints, and accompany them 


to Conference at Rome. 

Previous to this, in consequence of 
mobocracy at Varnell’s, he written 
the following letter to the Governor 
of 

annin County, Georgia, 
. June 12th, 1879. 


Dear Sir,— As an elder of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 


I take this occasion to address a few 
lines to you as the highest officer of 
the State. 

I have recently received several 
letters from members of our denomi- 
nation residing at Varnell Station, 
Whitfield County, informing me that 
elders of my profession have 
obliged at times to flee for their lives, 
as armed men to the number of 40 
and 50 have come out against them, 
and have also on various occasions 
entered their houses in search of said 


elders. 


I am fully aware, dear sir, that the 
popular prejudice is very much 
against the “Mormons,” and that 
there are minor officers who have 
apparently winked at the condition 
of affairs above referred to. But I 
also am aware that the laws of Georgia 
are strictly opposed to all lawlessness, 
and extend to her citizens the right 
of worshipping God according to the 
dictates of conscience. 

History, however, repeats itself, 
and the laws, where prejudice exists, 
are not always executed with im- 
partiality. 

A word or line from the Governor 


-would undoubtedly have the desired 


| 
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effect. Ministers of the Gospel could 
then travel without fear of being 
stoned or shot, and the houses of the 
Saints would not be entered into in 
defiance of all good law and order.

ELDER RUDGER CLAWSON’S ACCOUNT, 


We had a call this morning from 
Elder Rudger Clawson, who arrived 
home last evening with the body of 
his murdered companion, Elder Joseph 
Standing. The public are already in 
possession of various accounts of the 
assassination, but the narrative of 
Elder Clawson, who was present when 
the murder was committed, and nar- 
rowly escaped a similar fate himself, 
will no doubt prove interesting to 
those who desire to know the whole 
truth. From what can be learned, 


| the horrid act was instigated by the 


preaching of three “ Christian” mini- 
sters, two Methodist and one Baptist, 
who, a of the increasing success 
attending the labors of the “ Mormon ” 
missionaries in that region, had, in the 
heat of their holy passion, let fall 
remarks which were seized upon by 
the ignorant perpetrators of the act as 
an incitement to their wicked deed. 
Corroborative evidence of this is fur- 
nished in the fact that one of the band 
of assassins was a Baptist deacon, by 
name Benjamin Clark. We will now 
give the substance of the affair as 
related to us. Elders Standing and 


Clawson had been staying at the 


house of Mr. Hen 
three miles from Varnell’s station, 
Whitfield County, Georgia, who, 
though not a member of the Church 

was very friendly to the cause, and 
they had been through the forest to 
the house of a Latter-day Saint, a 
mile and a half away, and about 10.30 
a.m. were returning to Mr. Holston’s, 
just previous to leaving to attend a 
conference at Rome. Before reaching 
the house, three horsemen came up, 
meeting them, and ordering them to 
halt pe signalling to others be- 
hind an shouting, “We've got them, 
weve got them.” The Elders, on 
being arrested by the horsemen, during 
which the latter where joined by nine 
others on foot, armed to the teeth 
with clubs, pistols and guns, asked 
for the warrant of their arrest, and b 

what authority they were apprehend- 
ded.

|}would know all soon enough, and 
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despite expostulation were hurried off 
away further from the house, deeper 
into the woods. On the way_the 
‘party were met by a young lady, Miss 
Mollie Hamlin, who, it transpired, 
had seen the gang pass by their house 
in the morning and had been sent to 
warn the young men of their approach. 
Some of the men accosted her with 
“We've got your brethren, and we'll 
attend to you hereafter.” While going 
along, Ben. Clark, the Baptist deacon 
referred to, struck Elder Clawson 
with his fist in the back of the head 
from behind. The latter staggered 
and nearly fell, but recovering himself 
cast one look at his cowardly assailant 
and continued his way. His self- 
control exasperated Clark, who soon 
afterward raised his cudgel to strike 
again, but was prevented by his com- 

anions. The Elders were told that 
it was the intention of their captors 
to give them a “sound thrashing,” 
and were repeatedly asked of the 
whereabouts of President Morgan, if 
he was in Salt Lake and when he in- 
tended returning to Georgia. In 
response to a remark by Brother 
Clawson, that he was under the im- 
pression that the United States was a 
country of religious liberty, one of 
the mob said: “There is no law in 
Georgia for Mormons, and the Gov- 
ernment is against you.” 

Stopping beside a spring to rest, the 
three men on horseback left the main 
party for the purpose of finding a 
more secluded x ace for the punish- 
ment of the Elders, and one of the 
mob said : “ Gentlemen, I am captain 
of this party, and I want you to 
understand that if after to-day you 
ever come back to this part of the 
country, we will hang you up by the 
_neck.” The others also abused the 
brethren in the vilest language. About 
twenty minutes after the halt, the 
three horsemen returned, and riding 
up exclaimed, “Follow us.” It was 
_at this juncture that Elder Standing, 
by some means, secured a pistol from 
‘one of the party, and thoughts of 
former threats of death and of the 
‘eruel torture to which they were 
about to be subjected rushing through 
his mind, he arose to his feet, and 
levelling the weapon at the horsemen, 
exclaimed, “Surrender,” As quick

as thought, one of the mob seated on 
the left of Elder Standing, arose and 
fired into his face. The ball entered — 
just above the left eye, putting it out, 
and made its exit about an inch above 
on the forehead. He reeled twice and 
fell with scarcely a groan. All eyes 
were then turned on Elder Clawson, 
who glanced quickly around to take 
in the situation, when one of the men, 
thinking he intended to escape or 
offer resistance, said, “Shoot that 
man.” Thinking his last moment had 
come as he gazed into the muzzles of 
the twelve weapons, Elder Clawson 
folded his arms and quietly said, 
“shoot.” His coolness and resignation 
again staggered the cowardly crew 
and they lowered their guns. Brother 
Clawson then turned his attention to 
his companion and while he was ex- 
amining the wound one of the men 
drew near and said, “Well, he shot 
himself, didn’t he ?” Seeing the neces- 
sity of caution, the Elder replied, “I 
don’t know.” Others took up the 
ingenious subterfuge and endeavored 
to persuade him that his brother had 
accidently killed himself while bring- 
ing his weapon into position. He 
remained silent, not caring to reply 
that he had witnessed the act, and 
that Elder Standing had had his wea- 
pon already pointed away from him- 
self when he was shot. He was 
allowed to go to Holston’s house for 
assistance, Elder Standing already 
having breathed his last, and 
reaching there, asked Mr. H. to take 


care of the body while he went to 


Catoosa Springs after the coroner. 
About five miles from the place, he 
met several of the assassins, who 
asked him where he was going. He 
inted west, and thinking he was 
eaving the country, they offered him 
no opposition, but rode quickly away. 
Arriving at his destination, Elder 
Clawson telegraphed to Governor 
Colquit, of Georgia, to the Prosecuting 
Attorney of Whitfield County, and to 
President Morgan at Salt Lake. ; 
An inquest was held over the body 
the same night, when, beside Eldér 
Clawson’s testimony, the évidence of 
those who had seen the mob in the 
vicinity and regognized them, was — 
adduced. Examination of the body 


showed that besides the first shot, the 


fiends had stabbed the body repeated- 
ly and fired a charge of shot into his 
‘left cheek. The following is the ver- 
dict of the coroner’s jury on the event, 

ublished in the J Head- 
cin, Dalton, Georgia, or the 26th 
ult: 


“We, the jury sitting upon inquest 
over the feat body of Joseph Stand- 
ing, having heard all the evidence in 
the premises, and having made exam- 
ination of the dead body, find that 
the deceased came to his death by gun 
and pistol shots, or both, inflicted 
upon the head and neck of deceased, 
said wounds consisting of twenty 
shots or more from guns or pistols in 
the hands of David D. Nations, Jas- 
rN. Nations, A. S. Smith, David 
Enith, Benj. Clark, Wm. N ations, 
Andrew Bradley, James Fawcett, 
Hugh Blair, Jos. Nations, Jefferson 
Hunter and Mack McClure, and in 
view of the above stated facts we, the 
jury, do hereby recommend that the 
coroner of said county do issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of the above-named 
parties forthwith.” 


Brother Clawson says the general 
sentiment of all good citizens in the

horrible deed was perpetrated, is one 
of abhorrence for the murderers and 
sympathy for the deceased. 
ter seeing to the encasing of the 

body, Elder Clawson started with it 
for home, and arrived last night, as 
state been met at the Ogden 
depot .M. M. L A. of that 
place and escorted to the Utah Cen- 
tral train, and on the arrival here — 
being received by a large multitude at. 
the depot. The body was taken to 
Sexton Taylor's, to prepare it for the 
funeral on Sunday morning. 

Elder Standing would have been 25 
years of age on the 5th of October. 


It will be observed by the fore- 
going narrative that, in addition to 
the first shot, the examination of the 
remains disclosed the fact that ano- 
ther charge had been fired into the 
left cheek, and that the body had 
been stabbed in several places. We 
learn from another account, pub- 
lished in the Salt Lake Herv/d, that 
all the wounds after the first were 
inflicted by the human fiends as the 
body lay upon the ground, while E]- 
der Clawson was absent, seeking for 
assistance.—Ed. Star.

LECTURE AND DISCUSSION. 


Liverpool, Aug. 21st, 1879. 
President Wm. Budge. 
Dear Brother,—I take pleasure in 


giving a brief account of an interest-- 


ing lecture on the “Faith and Doc- 
trines of the Latter-day Saints,” deli- 
vered at Birkenhead, on Wednesday 
‘evening, Aug. 20th, by Elder Scott 
Anderson, of the Liverpool Branch. 
‘The’ lecture was given in the Craven 


| Rooms, in which Elder Anderson 


recently held a discussion with Mr. 
J. W. Cowley, an account of which 
appeared in the STAR. | 
e lecture had been well adver- 
tized by posters and hand-bills, and 
as it was announced that one hour 
would be allowed for discussion or 
the asking of questions, there was a 
very good audience present. 


e chairman opened the proceed- 


ings by stating the object of the meet-

ing, and requested the audience to 
listen calmly and dispassionately to 
the lecturer. He then read the bill 
announcing the meeting, and said 
that no questioni would be allowed 
until the close of the lecture. 

Elder Anderson, in his opening re- 
marks, alluded to his first appearance 
in that hall, and said that Mr. Cowley 
had charged him with ambiguity, be- 
cause he did not then announce his 
position, but to-night he wished the 
audience to understand that he ap- 

red as an Elder of the Church of 
esus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
He could not do justice to the sub- 
ject, as advertized, in one hour, but 
would try, to the best of his ability 
to show up the faith and doctrines o 
the Saints. 

He said, “The book I hold in my 
hand is the Bible, and the Latter-day 
‘Saints regard it as a faithful history 
and record of God’s dealings with the 
Jews and the Gentiles in their differ- 
ent dispensations. We do not call 
ourselves ‘ Mormons ;’ that isa name 
given us by ourenemies. The differ- 
ence between our faith and that of 
other denominations is, that we take 
the Bible in its entirety ; we do not 
build up opinions, and then seek out 
isolated passages to support these 
opinions. We look to the Bible as a 
guide, as far as it goes.” 

The lecturer then read an extract 
from the Zi ol Mercury of Aug. 
19th, wherein the writer gives an ac- 
count of a sermon preached by an 
aged divine, in which the minister 
explained that the gifts mentioned in 
the 12th chap. of Corinthians were 
necessary in the first century, to 
demonstrate the Christian faith, but 
they were not necessary in the 19th 
century. The correspondent to the 
Mercury said this 
him, for he thought the 19th century 
with its Huxley and Tyndall, neede 
objective demonstration more than in 
the first century. The writer said he 
did not doubt the reverend divine’s 
sincerity, but he confessed this kind 
of reasoning did not satisfy him. 

Elder Anderson said this extract 
explained his own position five months 

The teach and explanations 


of ths various religious bodies did 
not satisfy him. 


e then read the 
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chapter referred to above, and rea- 
soned very eloquently upon it. Chris- 
tendom said the “ gifts” had died out, 
were no longer needed. The fact was, 
at a certain period of the world’s his- 
tory, men who enjoyed these “gifts 
of the Spirit” had been killed or 
died, and no one: was left who had 
authority to confer the Spirit by 
whose power these gifts were mani- 
fested. There is as much need to- 
day for revelation and the gifts as. 
there ever was. The Church of Jesus. 
Christ of Latter-day Saints claims. 
it has these gifts, and I affirm that 
they are in possession of the Church. 
Men who are in doubt can obtain a 
witness of the truth and perfect peace 
by obeying the Gospel and receiving 
the Holy Ghost. 7 

This is my experience. I had been 
tossed about by every wind of doc- 
trine. I was in doubt as you are in 
doubt. I studied the Scriptures, but 
could not comprehend them, and I 
would close the book again. 

The lecturer then referred to the 
establishment of the various non- 
“Mormon” religious sects in Utah ; 
the kindness shown to them, and the 
material help rendered them by the 
late President Young and the people. 
Eminent divines of different denomi- 
nations had been tendered the use of 
the Large Tabernacle many times to 
preach in, and the Latter-day Saints.

Elder Anderson read extracts from

IMPORTANT TO THE ELDERS AND INTENDING EMIGRAN TS.

WE have received a communication from President John Taylor, written at 
Salt Lake City, and dated July 28th. We make the following extract from 
it, relating to an important matter pertaining to the business of the emigration, 
to which we direct the special attention of the Presidents of Conferences, and 
the Saints who purpose making their way to the gathering place of the 
Church : 

“We wish to call your specia) attention to the fact that by almost every 
company of Saints arriving from Europe there is a number of extras, occa- 
sioned by parties misrepresenting the ages of their children, for the purpose 
of passing them through at half rates. Such proceeding must cease, and in 
the future we wish you to be more strict in regard to these matters. With 
the third company, in charge of Elder Williams, there were six extras, or 
twelve half fares, found at Omaha, which, when being discovered, it was found 
the parties had not the money to pay. * * * The money for these extra 
fares had to be paid by us, through Brother William C. Staines, and these 
things place him in very unpleasant relations with the railroad officials with 
whom he does business, and brings discredit upon our business relations. 
* * * We would suggest that the conference presidents be instructed to 
see to all parties desiring to emigrate, as to their ages, etc., before they leave 
their homes, as it may be difficult at Liverpool to arrive at the facts.” The 
letter also condemns the practice complained of, as being in direct opposition 
to the profession of those claiming to be Saints of the Most High. 

The only palliation for the misrepresentation under consideration is the in- 
tense longing of some of the poor Saints to reach the bosom of the Church, 
and not fully realizing the wrongfulness of attaining that object by a deuree 
of deception, when deficient of the full amount of their passage. It should be 
distinctly understood, that while the desire to join the body of the Church is 
in itself most laudable, even the slightest departure from straightforward 
honesty in attaining that object is entirely unjustifiable. As President Taylor 
states, it is not in harmony with the profession of a Saint. 

The consequences of a deviation from the strict line of consistency and 
right are always disastrous. This is much more apparent in connection with 
matters pertaining to the Saints than any other people. They have received 
the light of the Gospel, and any infringement of the requirements of duty on 
their part is therefore more worthy of condemnation than the same act com- 
mitted by the children of darkness. 
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While we are inspired with inexpressible sympathy for the poor Saints, in 


their struggles for emancipation from the thraldom of these lands, we cannot, 
upon any consideration, entertain the admissability of the practice of even the 
least degree of deception in their efforts to gather to Zion. . The same prin- 
ciple applies to our dealings, as Saints, in all things and in every direction. 
Truth, honesty and righteousness will stand forever, and bring a grateful re- 
ward in the due time of the Lord, while all that is in any way opposed to those 
principles will fade away, and result in dissatisfaction and unpleasantness. 

We call the attention of the elders and Saints in this country and also the 
presiding elders in the Scandinavian and Swiss and German Missions, to the 
subject considered. Let it be impressed upon all that henceforth persons mis- 
representing the ages of their children in order to pass them through at half 
rates, shall not be forwarded along to Utah, Brother Staines having been in- 
structed to that effect.

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had revealed in this age. The Saints 
gathered in from the ditlerent branches 
as they could afford, many of them 
bringing relatives or friends not in the 
Church, until our North London hall 
was packed to its utmost capacity. 
Brother Pratt took for his text the 
sealing power that was conferred upon 
Peter, to bind and loose upon earth 
and the same should be done in hea- 
ven. He then spoke upon the ordi- 
nances and covenants which God had 
revealed through the Gospel, for the 
salvation, preservation and exaltation 
of mankind, commencing with the 
ordinance of baptism, upon which he 
reasoned a short time, in a clear and 
logical manner. He showed it had 
always been a saving ordinance, when 
administered by a priesthood holding 
the same authority as Peter, but not 
otherwise. He touched upon the 
ordinances of laying on of hands and 
the sacrament. He explained the 
nature of the ordinance of marriage, 
upon which he dwelt the greater part 
of the evening. He gave us first the 
marriage contract as it exists in this 
and all other Christian countries, 
which invariably ends, “till death 
does you part,” showing that it was 
virtually a contract for this life and 
ended with this existence. The par 
ties had no more claim upon each 
other in another world than they had 
upon the greatest strangers. He 
showed us that the first marriage upon 
earth, that of Adam and Eve, was an 
eternal one. Had they not fallen they 
would have been living to day, as they 
were immortal and could not die, but 
the fall brought mortality and death. 
Jesus offered himself a ransom, they 
were redeemed from death and their 
bodies and spirits again united ; they 
again became immortal and all things 
being restored to them again as at the 
beginning, to make their redemption 
complete, they were man and wife for 
all eternity. He claimed this was a 
pattern for all mankind, that marriage 
was an ordinance of the Gospel, and, 
like all Gospel ordinances, must be 
administered by those who hold the 
authority from God to bind and seal 
upon earth, that we could only receive 
limited blessings in this life; but 
through our obedience to these ordi- 
nances and continued faithfulness we 
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were placed in a position to enjoy 
them in their fulness throughout an 
endless eternity.

Dear Brother, — Having recently 
. made a tour of the branches and adja- 
cent villages on the coast of Ayr, it 
may be interesting to you to know 
that we found the Saints alive to 
duty, and a spirit of inquiry pretty 
generally uponthe people. Our open- 
air meetings were generally larger 
and more interesting than usual, the 
majority of the people paying great 
attention to the truths taught. 

In localities where efforts are made 
towards the gathering, there seems to 
be more of the Spirit of the Lord 
enjoyed by the Saints, giving solidity 
and force to their profession, that 
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favorably ane the minds of the 
reflective with the practical character 
of our ae meeting the im- 
ending crisis. ere heads of fami- 
ies have stepped out of penury, 
making their way to the home of the 
Saints, and in a few months returns 
the glad news to wife and children to 
prepare to follow at an early date, or 
when a stalwart youth has been se- 
lected as the Joseph of his father’s 
house, by the joint effort of the family, 
to emigrate, and through his energies 
one and another follow, till not only 
the family are emancipated, but more 
distant relatives are remembered and 
assisted ; or when, through the bounty . 
of the Saints in Zion, the cable whis- 
ers deliverance to the widow and the 
atherless, with only a few hours to 
calm the excessive joy, and they are 
gone from the gaze of former associ- 
ates, leaving behind nipping, pinching 
poverty, heretofore made endurable 
only by the hope that such a day 
would come. Thus to be ushered into 
the society of those who are trying to 
be Saints indeed. It is a long and a 
loud testimony that rings in the ears 
of those who think. : 
“Herein shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, that he love one 
another.” There is a day dawning 
and a generation rising that will credit 
the Latter-day Saints for their labor 
of love in bringing salvation, temporal 
and spiritual, to the down-trodden 
and sin-ridden ones of the earth, 
while they in turn will acknowledge 
the hand of the Lord in all things, 
who has said, “As I have done unto 
you, do ye likewise unto one another.”

Storey, Fergus Ferguson, and David 
Macrae, to the Calvinism of the dark 
ages, still fostered in Scotland’s con- 
fession of faith. 

In this Conference we move along 
on the steady increase. Within the
